Stark, Swedish-born engineer and hobbyist botany, 
who died the age Phoenix, Arizona. 

the founder and first president the Arizona 
Cacti and Native Flora Society, Mr. Stark was instru- 
mental the creation the botanical gardens 
Papago Park. 

was these gardens that enthusiastic Mr, Starck 
donated his huge collection more than 700 species 
cacti, collected over period several years. 

His contributions the gardens were never-ending 
through constant trading with hobbyists every na- 
tion the world and personal botanical expedi- 
tions into Arizona environs.

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The cactus world saddened the death another 
illustrious son. This time the renowned Maltese 
botanist, Prof. John Borg, whom you will remember 
the author “CACTI. Handbook 
for Their Identification and published 
1937. Professor Borg passed from the earthly scene 
May last, but because war conditions Eu- 
rope, did not learn his death until last month. 
This well known scholar spent many years Malta 
where formerly was superintendent agriculture 
and director the Botanic Garden, which posts 
gave 1933. spite his retirement from of- 
ficial duties kept his interests botany and 
agriculture his very death. 

Malta, stronghold the Knights the days the 
Crusades, has maintained her strategic position for 
centuries. guards the busy marine highway between 
Gibraltar and Suez and the early days World 
War was the most bombed place, because Valetta, 
the capital with its spacious harbor, was most valuable 
Great Britain refueling and repair station. The 
island only 1714 miles long and nowhere more than 
miles wide. spite the stony nature its land 
the Maltese are skillful and industrious farmers ex- 
tracting the utmost from the soil, despite methods 
still somewhat primitive. John Borg came this 
Mediterranean outpost and made his name there the 
field agriculture and horticulture. published 
accounts his research the cultivation and diseases 
fruit trees, vines and other subjects, both the 
English and Maltese languages. Besides his popular 
book cacti also authored the scholarly 846-page 
book the Flora the Maltese Islands. Borg also 
assembled large collection cacti and succulents 
which have been bequeathed the Argotti Botanic 
Gardens. has added three new names the 
Cactaceae describing two new species and one 
variety Opuntia, namely neuquensis, securi- 
gera and var. floribunda, For re- 
view his Cactus book refer you the March, 
1938, CACTUS JOURNAL, page 151. 


Mr. Botkin, chemist the New Mexico 
Agricultural Experiment Station, has another interest- 
ing and enlightening article the Utilization 
Fiber Desert Plants The Chemurgic Digest (July 
15, 1945). states that the leaves sacahuiste, 
Nolina microcarpa, have been used satisfactorily the 
making long, rather stiff brooms for street clean- 
ing, because the dry leaves the Nolina, when split 
lengthwise, make elastic whisk fiber suitable for 
heavy brushes and brooms. Sacahuiste bear grass 
abundant the sandy hills central and southern 
New Mexico and claimed that the native supply 
much excess the requirement for brooms. One 
acre may produce 314 tons dry leaves and 
leaves that condition contain about 48% fiber. 
Mr. Botkin also makes mention Yucca glauca, an- 
other close relative which has become useful during 
the war. The plants were cut with axe, dried 
the field, baled like hay, shipped paper mill 
the East, where the fiber was extracted and made into 
special paper for the Navy. bale roughly weighed 
300 pounds and yielded about 40% paper 
pulp. 


Mr. Reynolds, who regarded the fore- 
most living authority Aloes, now actively en- 
gaged the final writing-up his book the South 
African Aloes, which, are informed, will 
work ranking with the best monographs and should 
take its place alongside THE STAPELIEAE and 
THE SUCCULENT EUPHORBIEAE Messrs. Alain 
White, Boyd Sloane and collaborators. This valu- 
able book will copiously illustrated photographs 
which the energetic Reynolds took his many ex- 
cursions search Aloes the wild state.

BOOK NOTES 


THE STAPELIEAE 

The three-volume monograph the Stapeli- 
ads includes new genus, new species, 
new combinations, new sections; with descrip- 
tions, and complete illustrations 349 species. 
Assembles and brings date all the infor- 
mation regarding these plants which are found 
chiefly South Africa. The descriptions and the 
clear arrangement are such that the unscientific 
can understand 

The three volumes contain 1200 pages with 
1250 illustrations and color plates.
